Dear Dan: 

On behalf of the Office of the Attorney General (“OAG”), I am writing to provide 
Exxon Mobil Corporation (“ExxonMobil”) with an updated preliminary list of witnesses 
(the “List”) that the OAG may call at trial in the above-referenced matter. The List 
represents a good faith effort, based on information currently available to the OAG, to 
identify those witnesses the OAG is most likely to call at trial. The OAG explicitly 
reserves the right to modify, amend, or supplement the List for any reason prior to service 
of the final pre-trial witness list. 

In addition, the OAG explicitly reserves the right to call (i) any witness identified 
by ExxonMobil, (ii) a substitute for any witness who is unavailable, (iii) custodians of 
records or any other witness for purposes of authenticating an exhibit, and (iv) additional 
witnesses for purposes of impeachment or rebuttal. The OAG also reserves the right to 
decide not to call the witnesses on the List. Please note that the List does not include 
expert witnesses, whom the OAG identified on May 1, 2019. 
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The provision of the List does not alter the OAG’s rights under the CPLR, the 
Rules of the Commercial Division, or the Practice Rules of Part 61. The OAG reserves 
the right to object to any discovery request, the admissibility or use of any evidence, or 
the calling of any witness by ExxonMobil (including those on the List) on any available 
ground, in whole or in part, in any proceeding in this action or in any other action.
